The Vaudeville Entertainment in the Monument National 
on Saturday evening next will be of interest to the student 
body, not only for its own sake, hut because of the present 
discussion on tile advisability of changing the old-time the- 
atre night to a strictly University performance. Under the 
present method, the Students' Council purchases outright 
one of the city theatres for theatre night. The purchase 
price has gradually increased and of late years the event 
has caused a considerable financial loss. It is urged now 
that tiie Students' Council could do much better by hiring 
a suitable hall of building for an evening and putting on a 
student performance. In other words "11 McGlll performance 
for MeGill students " is the suggested substitution. The 
form of this performance will be a mutter for the Com- 
mittee in charge. It might be entirely vaudeville; it might 
be an ambitious and serious drama by a caUegc dramatic 
club. The former, however, would seem to be the more suit- 
able. "Theatre Night" must oi necessity have its accom- 
panlmtat of noise, its moderate horse-play, its exuberant 
levity, and it is very doubtful If a serious dramatic per- 
formance,— or a comedy for that mat ti r,— would receive 
from a student audience on such a ni^ht the recognition and 
attention „ dramatic club's serious ettorts would merit from 
its own promoters. Such a performance could doubtless 
put on witii great success on another occasion but not, 
think; on the regularly organized Theatre Night,— the night 
of Frcnliirmn-Sopbomore noise rivalry, 

At former vaudeville entertainmtiïts c. liège talent has ap- 
pealed strongly to college men, ami there has been more 
"."let on these occasions than on regular theatre nights. 
"The play's the thing" has not been true of Theatre Night; 
it has been true to a great extcat oi vandevi.le nights. The 
local references of the latter have been understood and ap- 
préciât .1; tiie stage efforts of students— excellent or mediocre 
—have been n delight to their fellows and have commanded 
on the whole an interested or at bast a respectful attention 
not possible to strange actors in a strange play and the per- 
formances have perhaps pr< vided more pleasure than the 
performances on Theatre Nights. 

Theatre Night, we know, is now a well established tradi- 
tion jn McGlll. Hut there are traditions :n coHc. es, as else- 
where, that might well be swept away. It is useless to din,; 
slavishly to them when they have ceased to be a force; and 
to forget them would be to do no insult to our history, 
the success of Saturday night's entertainment the smbstit' 
tion of student vaudeville night for the obi time tin 
night will largely depend. That success will be based 
student attendance, and on the Conduct of students in 
theatre ir should scarcely be necessary to bespeak for 
entertainment a well-filled house, a minimum of uproar, and 
the united sympiathy of the student body, it is an experi- 
ment; let us test it fairly.
